Frank J. Boehm, former execu- 
tive vice-president of Union Elec- 
tric Co. of Missouri at a salary of 

2,000 a year, was indicted today 
y the Federal grand jury on five 
counts charging that he committed 
perjury in testifying on several oc- 
casions before examiners for the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion in their investigation of the 
company’s political activities and 
business practices. 

The indictment charges specific- 
ally that he denied under oath that 
he had ever padided his Own ex- 
pense accounts or approved ex- 
pense accounts of other officers or 
employes of the company which 
were padded, or had received se- 
cret rebates or “kickbacks” from 
firms with which the company did 

siness or from lawyers employed 

y it. 

These denials were made, the in- 
dictment charges, when in fact he 
know that he had submitted and 
approved such padded expense ac- 
counts and had received and kept 
in his possession and under his 
contro] large sums of cash consti- 
tuting a “slush” fund, derived by 
these practices from sources 
named in the indictment and from 
other sources.

CONTEMPT CASE AIDS 
FOR MILLER CHOSEN 


Judge Rowe Names W.. R. 
Gentry and J. L. Gilmore 
for Post-Dispatch Hearing 


William R. Gentry and John L. 
Gilmore were named today by Cir- 
cuit Judge Thomas J. Rowe as 
counsel to assist Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller in presenting the 
citation against the Pulitzer Pub- 
lishing Co., publishers of the 
Post-Dispatch, and three members 
of the Post-Dispatch staff, charging 
contempt of court. The citation is 
to be heard by Judge Rowe Mon- 
day morning. 

Judge Rowe, who had no other 
matter pending in his court today, 
opened court a short time before 
noon, and filed with the clerk 
a memorandum appointing Gentry 
and Gilmore. The memorandum 
said they were named “to assist 
the State and the Circuit Attorney 
in presenting to the court the mat- 
ter of citation for contempt in the 
above cause,” designated as “State 
of Missouri on information of 
Franklin Miller, against the Pulit- 
zer Publishing Co., Ben H. Reese, 
Ralph Coghlan and Daniel R. Fitz- 
patrick.” The individuals named 
are respectively managing editor of 
the Post-Dispatch, editor of the 
editorial page, and cartoonist. 
When he issued the citation Mon- 
day, Judge Rowe said he would ap- 
point lawyers to assist the Cir- 
cuit Attorney, and that he intended 
to ask the presidents of the Bar 
Association and Lawyers’ Associa- 
tion to suggest names. He said to- 
day in reply to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter’s question, that the names 
of Gentry and Gilmore were taken 
from a list of names representing 
“the entire bar,” and not on the 
suggestion of the head of either 
organization. Both are members of 
the Bar Association. 

Both consented to serve, Judge 
Rowe said. He said their com- 
pensation was a question which he 
would have to take up later, to de- 
termine whether they should be

him, or on an order of the Circuit 
Court in general term. 

Gentry is 70 years.old and has 
practiced law if St. Louis 42 years. 
He served as receiver for the 
Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co., in the 
first receivership of that, company, 
beginning in 1930. He lives at 483 
Edgewood drive, Clayton. Gilmore 
is an office associate of the law 
firm of Carter & Small, and lives 
on Upper Ladue road, Ladue. 


MURRAY FOUND 
GUILTY OF EVADING 
U. 5. INCOME TAX 
UN ALL 5 COUNTS 


Judge Reeves, Who Con- 
ducted Juryless Trial, 
Finds Plea of Untaxable 
Gifts Is “Incredible and 
Beyond Belief.”

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 13. 
—Matthew S. Murray, former State 
WPA Administrator and Director 
of Public Works here, was found 
guilty today by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Albert L. Reeves on all 
five counts of an indictment charg- 
ing him with income tax evasion. 

Sentence was deferred by Judge 
Reeves, who, by agreement, had 
heard the case without a jury, until 
9:30 o’clock next Monday morning. 
Murray’s counsel, Clay County Rog- 
ers, said he would file a motion for 
a new trial and appeal if the mo- 
tion were denied. 

Maximum penalty on each of the 
five counts is five years’ imprison- 


ment and a $10,000 fine. Murray 
was released until Monday on a 
$5000 bond he had posted earlier. 
Murray, slim and gray-j 
listened grimly as Judge Reeves 
for 20 minutes read his findings of 
fact and conclusions of law before 
disclosing his verdict. When the 
Judge made it clear that his ver- 
dict was guilty, Murray bowed his 
head and tears came to his eyes, 
but he regained his composure 
quickly. 


Murray’s Contention. 


In announcing his verdict to a 
crowded courtroom, Judge Reeves 
said the defense contention that 
much of the $62,421 Murray failed 
to report as income for the years 
1934 through 1938 was untaxable 
gifts was “incredible and beyond 
belief.” The Government’s charge 
that the money was paid in return 
for official favors and services in 
obtaining contracts, the Court held, 
could not be controverted. 

Included in the income Murray 
failed to report was $30,000 which 
he admitted receiving from Boss 
Thomas J. Pendergast and $20,000 
to $25,000 from John J. Pryor, po- 
litically influential Kansas City 
contractor. The Government had 
shown that companies controlled 
by Pendergast and Pryor obtained 
WPA and city business totaling 
$5,797,618 while Murray was WPA 
Administrator and Director of Pub- 
Hic Works. 

The Court held that Pendergast 
and Pryor were paying Murray 
regularly’ for’ favors rendered, and 
were not actuated by “philanthrop- 
ic and charitable” motives as con- 
tended by the defense. Judge 
Reeves pointed out that Murray’s 
two official salaries, which at times 


, totaled $15,500 a year, made him a 


man of affluence who was not in 
need of gifts from friends. 

“While the defendant on the wit- 
ness stand in this trial testified 
that he believed the deliveries made 
to him were gratuities,” Judge 
Reeves said, “such testimony is in- 
credible. 

“It challenges belief to assert that 
one as successful as the defendant, 
and enjoying an extraordinary in- 
come from his official salaries and 
not -engaged in  philanthropies, 
would accept as gratuities for him- 
self and family the large amounts

MOSCOW, March 13 (AP), 
Soviet Russia gained broad terri- 
torial, economic and military foot- 
holds in Finland today with a 
treaty ending its costly 105-day 
war in a fashion which the Kremlin 
regards as the greatest defeat of 
the British in a century. 

The undeclared war’s conclusion 
was looked on at the Soviet seat 
of government as a “splendid con- 
tribiition to world peace.” 

Britain and France, at war with 
Gertnany, Russia’s friend, offered 
yesterday to send an army to aid 
Finland, but the Finns acceded to 
Rusijia’s terms last night and said 
they had lost faith in foreign prom- 
ises, 

The treaty’s terms indicate that 
Russia has achieved its long- 
sought securfty for Leningrad from 
assaiilt by any Power by land or 
sea «ver Finnish soil or waters. 

Vil/puri, the Finnish city which 
goes to Russia under the treaty, 
has been called the key to Lenin- 
grads defense since Peter the 
Great founded Leningrad as_ St. 
Peteirsburg. 

The treaty is subject to ratifica- 
tion, the exchange of ratifications 
to be: made in Moscow in 10 days.

HORE-BELISHA DENO 


DUSTED MINISTER 
ASKS IN COMMONS 
FOR FULL DEBATE 
ON WAR POLICIES 


Says in Bitter Criticism 
of London Government 
That Refusal to Supply 
More Help Was Based on 
Technicality. 


ASSISTANCE CITED 
BY CHAMBERLAIN 


He Asserts Materials Were 
Given and Helsinki Was 
Told That Men Would 
Be Sent if Plea for Them 
Came. 


LONDON, March 13 (AP).—A de- 
mand for a formal debate on Brit- 
ain’s “whole conduct of the war” 
came from Leslie Hore-Belisha, re- 
cently dismissed War Minister, as 
he made a bitter attack on the Gov- 
ernment in the House of Commons 
today in a stormy debate on Fin- 
land’s capitulation to Soviet Russia. 

Hore-Belisha, whose ouster last 
Jan. 5 never was fully explained 
but who is known to have advocat- 
ed dispatch of a British expedition- 
ary force to Finland before he left 
office, asserted that British refusal 
to supply more help was based on 
“a pure technicality.” 


Prime Minister Chamberlain de- 
clined to say immediately whether 
the proposed full-dress debate 
would be allowed, but trustworthy 
unofficial sources said such a de- 
bate would be held néxt Tuesday, 
when Chamberlain would present a 
general war review and reply to 
questions of an aroused House. 

Fraise for Finns. 

Hore-Belisha entered today’s dis- 
cussion after Chamberlain had 
praised Finnish resistance and both 
Labor and Liberal leaders joined in 
expressing admiration for the Finns 
and deploring what they called an- 
other triumph for aggression. 

Chamberlain faced a sober Par- 
liament anxious to question him on 
the Moscow peace, in which Fin- 
land ceded to Russia more territory 
than was demanded last fall, and 
in particular to debate Britain's 
part in the Russian-Fi::nish war. 

Chamberlain defended Britain's 
help to Finland. He expressed the 
nation’s “admiration for the cour- 
age” of the Finns and repeated that 
“we had made preparations to 
throw the full weight of all avail- 
able resources into the scales un 
hearing that this was in accordance 
with the desires of the Finnish Gov- 
ernment.” 

Criticism of Government. 


Hore-Belisha criticised the Gov- 


ernment for delaying sending men 
to Finland until requested by Fin- 
land to do so.

DESPARAT TERNS 


From Moscow.

HELSINKI, March 13, — The 
strange,. almost forgotten silencé 
of peace has settled over Finland. 

The most intensely devastating 
and inhuman 105 days of modern 
warfare have ended. The order of 
cease firing has been given from 
the Karelian Isthmus up to 69 de-, 
grees latitude, north, far inside the 
Arctic Circle, 

Peace has come, and on March 
13, but without rejoicing and with 
immeasurable heartaches. 

At 10:30 o’clock this morning thi 

Finnish people still did not know 
whether peace had been concludeil 
or not. The morning newspapers 
merely printed short bulletins of 
the Finnish Press Bureau’s sum- 
mary of the radio announcement 
made abroad last night. 
As this is written the sun shines 
with rare brilliance on the Finnish 
capital, its roofs and parks coverei 
with new-fallen snow. People wal 
along the sidewalks starting tveir 
daily tasks; housewives to do their 
marketing, salesgirls to their couti- 
ters; and their faces are almoiit 
invariably the same ag they have 
been throughout the war. 
Many Still Uninformed. 
As I scanned these faces intent- 
ly, a few minutes ago, I could di- 
tect no intimation of what had al- 
ready happened or was about jo 
happen.

Will these same faces look the 
Same tomorrow morning—or will 
this incredibly stoical people be 
able to mask even its deepest emo- 
tions?

INDICTED, U.S. TAX 


Annenberg Racing News 
Aid Here Accused of 
Dodging $123,332 Levy 
on Income in 4 Years. 


William Molasky, head of the 
Pierce Building News Co., maga- 
zine distributers, and one of the 
chief local figures in Moe Annen- 
berg’s disrupted national racing 


news system, was indicted by the 
Federal grand jury today on a 
charge of evading $123,332 in Fed- 
eral income taxes on his income 
for the four-year period of 1933-36. 

Another indictment charged con- 
spiracy to evade Molasky’s income 
taxes on the part of Molasky and 
his brother-in-law, Jack Bleiweiss 
of Kansas City, president of the R. 
D. Distributing Co., said by Fed- 
eral officials to be a‘ racing news 
distributing agency, of which Mo- 
lasky is asserted to be a stock- 
holder. 

One Count for Each ¥ear. 

The conspiracy, it was alleged, 
was worked out through intricate 
financial transactions. There was 
one count for each of the four 
years. 

In the four-year period, the Gov- 
ernment asserted, Molasky’s _in- 
come amounted to $423,808, but he 
reported only $111,499 in his re- 
turns. A 50 per cent penalty, $61,- 
666, and interest at 6 per cent will 
be added to the tax claim. There 
Was a separate count for each year 
in the tax indictment. 

Maximum penalty for tax evasion 
is five years’ imprisonment and a 
$10,000 fine on each count, for con- 
spiracy two years and $10,000. 

Associate of Brown and Owen. 

Molasky is an associate of Paul 
(Beverly) Brown and Clarence L. 
(Gully) Owen, who were indicted 
last week on charges of evading 
Federal income taxes on income 
for 1933-36. He has been president 
of Annenberg’s Consensus Pub- 
lishing Co. of Chicago, and he con- 
trols the St. Louis outlet of An- 
nenberg’s Racing Form. With An- 
nenberg, Molasky already is under 
Federal indictment charging an at- 
tempt to evade income-tax laws 
in the matter of the income of the 
Consensus company. 

Some of the income on which 
Brown and Owen are alleged to 
have evaded taxes was from the 
Consensus company. Molasky is 
reputed to have had an interest in 
Brown’s and Owen’s Pioneer News 
Service, local racing news distrib- 
uter allied with Annenberg’s na- 
tional monopoly, Nation-Wide News 
Service. 

Brickey’s Porter Indicted Again. 

Norville W. Brickey, former 
Mayor of Festus, and Charles E. 
Porter, were indicted again, this 
time on charges of making false 
reports on the condition of the 
Citizens’ Bank of Festus, of which 
they were formerly officers, to the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpor- 
ation, and the Comptroller of tHe 
Currency. 

Brickey, who was president of 
the bank, and Porter, formerly 
vice-president, were charged with 
falsely stating the amount of the 
bank’s demand deposits, in three 
reports. 

One count alleges Brickey and 
Porter reported demand deposits as 
of June 30, 1937, as $205,574, when 
in fact the deposits amounted to 
about $295,215. In their report of! 
the bank’s condition as of Dec. 31, 
1937, the indictment charges, they 
reported demand deposits of $220,- 
108, when the amount was approx- 
imately $309,750. The report as of 
June 30, 1938, showed demand de- 
posits of $325,299, when they actual- 
ly amounted to $414,941, it was al- 
leged. 

Maximum punishment under 
each count is five years’ impris- 
onment and a $5000 fine. 

Brickey was freed in January of 
Federal embezzlement charges: 
Porter pleaded guilty to similar 
charges but has not been sen- 
tenced. In December Brickey was 
convicted in State Court of obtain- 
ing by false pretenses a $2953 war- 
rant from the Festus School Board, 
of which he was president; he has 
appealed a two-year prison sen- 
tence. Last week he was acquitted 
of embezzling from the Festus Spe- 
cial Road District, of which he was 
treasurer. Seven other State 
charges are pending. against him. 

Arthur J. Hess Indicted. 

Arthur J. Hess, doing business 
as the Arthur Hess Construction 
Co. of St. Louis, was indicted on 
six counts of filing false and fraud- 
ulent statements with WPA author- 
ities in connection with a contract 
he obtained in December, 1937, to 
build a $32,727 City Hall and audi- 
torium at Union, Mo.

Protocol to Treaty. 

A protocol attached to the treaty 
provided for occupation of the Rus- 
sian-won areas and simultaneous 
withdrawal of the Finnish defend- 
ers to their new frontiers. In the 
protocol, the Finns guaranteed to 
take all necessary measures to pro- 
tect property in ceded territory 
against sabotage. 

Specifically mentioned were air- 
fields, bridges, dams, barracks, 
power stations, railways and tele- 
graph lines.

Handbook Overlofds Free on 
$3000 Bonds, Pending Trials 
March 21 and April 29, 


Paul (Beverly) Brown and Clar- 
ence L. (Gully) Owen, overlords of 
the handbook business, were free 
on $3000 bonds today following 
their surrender late yesterday at 
the Federal Building on _ indict- 
ments charging them with income 
tax evasion for the years 1933 to 
1936. 

Arriving at the building without 
a lawyer, the two men, both portly 
and well-dressed, went to the office 
of United States Marshal William 
B. Fahy. They wefe taken before 
Commissioner John A. Burke, 
where they entered formal pleas of 
not guilty and were fingerprinted. 
Their bonds had been arranged for 
in advance by their friend, Jack 
Adler, 4525 Lindell boulevard, presi- 
dent of the Adler Meta] Products 
Corporation. . 

Brown is charged with evasion 
of $43,308.25 in taxes for the four- 
year period and Owen with $20,- 
884.05. Including the customary 50 
per cent penalty and interest at 6 
per cent, the Government's total 
bill against Brown is $76,913.12 and 
against Owen $37,000.18. 

Brown's trial was tentatively set 
for March 21 in United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore's court 
and Owen's for April 29 before 
Judge Charles B. Davis. There are 
four counts in the indictments 
against each man, punishable, on 
conviction, with a maximum prison 
sentence of five years and a *ine 
of $10,000. , | 

Both men posed for photogra- 
phers but declined any comment on 
the indictments, which were re- 
turned last week by the Federal 
grand jury. Brown, 56 years old, 
gave his address as 7401 Somerset 
drive, Clayton, and Owen, 52, as 
3981 Holly Hills boulevard.

cent reduction iin one-way fares 
ordered last month by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

D. T. Lawrence, chairman of the 
Traffic Executive Association of 
the Eastern territory said the 
roads adopted a “descending scale,” 
with a 2-cent fare fer the first

The new rates both one way and 
round trip become effective March

After 
about two years of the 2-cent tariff 
the Eastern roads gained the com- 
mission’s permission to boost the 
rate to 2% cents.

The net results of the war and 
the resultant peace were summed 
up by observers as follows: 

1. Due to her magnificent fight- 
ing ability and courage,. Finland 
has secured a new lease on life as 
a nation and—if the Allies win the 
Western war decisively—may sur- 
vive indefinitely. 

2. By their timely decision to stop 
the war, and because the Allies 
found it impossible or unwise to 
strike quickly, the Russians have 
escaped a full-scale war with France 
and Great Britain and the possible 
annihilation of the present Govern- 
ment. 

3. With Russia now esconced in 
Hanko, at the mouth of the Gulf 
of Finland, and with Germany still 
ruling the rest of the Baltic, Sweden 
will now be subject to terrific pres- 
sure from the two dictatorships and 
has actually lost her independence 
of action. ; 

4. There is now little or no possi- 
bility of a northern front in the 
war between Germany and the Al- 
lies. Possible fields of action are 
now reduced to three: The Western 
front, the Balkans, and the Near 
East, and now that the Finnish war 
is finished it is difficult to see how 
action can develop in the last men- 
tioned area.

FINLAND GIVES UP. 

After three and a half months of heroic fighting, 
Finland finds herself in virtually the same position 
that Czecho-Slovakia was in after the agreement at 
Munich in September, 1938. If the Finnish Diet ap- 
proves the terms of peace offered by Moscow—and 
there appatently is‘ no other course open—Finland 
will be completely at the mercy of the Soviets as far 
as military strength is concerned. 

The new partners, Russia and Germany, will now 
confront not only a defenseless Finland but also a de- 
fenseless Scandinavia. The outlook for these small 
democratic countries is gloomy, to say the least. 

The Russian-Finnish truce is a sharp setback for 
the Allies. It is much more than the moral effect 
of a victory on the part of an associate of Germany. 
Russia will now be free to concentrate upon sending 
supplies to Germany, thus helping to counteract the 
effect of the Allied blockade. And the Nazis are in a 
far stronger position to demand deliveries of iron ore 
and ‘arms, as well as food supplies, from Sweden. 

In every way, it is a joint victory for the Com- 
munists and the Nazis. For the Russians might well 
have been defeated had not Germany held the mailed 
fist over Sweden and Norway and kept them from 
either giving military aid to Finland themselves or 
allowing the Allies to send troops through their ter- 
ritory—assuming that the Allies would eventually 
have made up their minds to do so. 

It is a Carthaginian peace which Russia is ram- 
ming down the throats of the exhausted Finns. The 
demands are many times harsher than those which 
were made before hostilities opened. This is the 
natural course of war, but it worse becomes Russia 
than it would another Power. The Union of Social- 
ist Soviet Repfblics, which was to have relied on 
the asserted magnetism of the Communist doctrine te 
spread its sway, has proved that it is simply another 
imperialistic dictatorship. 

Russia demands the city and the bay of Viipuri; 
all of the Karelian Isthmus, including the Manner- 
heim line; possession of the Finnish “Gibraltar” at 
Hanko, which gives the Russians complete domi- 
nation of the Guif of Finland; the entire shore of 
Lake Ladoga, together with a large area in Eastern 
Finland: strategic sites in the Petsamo region bor- 
dering the Arctic Ocean, and, in addition to all this, 
important rail and commercial concessions. As if in 
irony, Finland is to receive $120,000 a year for Rus- 
sia’s 30-year lease of the Hanko stronghold. 

The effect of the defeat of Finland on the Balkan 
situation is likely to be great. Regardless of the 
reasons, it has again been demonstrated that Britain 
and France cannot be looked to by the smaller na- 
tions for. protection from imperialist aggressors. 

It is shown once more how difficult conditions of 
modern warfare make it for a small Power to resist a 
large one. Given the methods of warfare prevailing 
before the last World War, the gallant Finns might 
have been able to hold off the Russians indefinitely. 
But power politics since that time has received a new 
impetus in modern heavy. artillery, tanks and air- 
planes. 

Against the march of. military technology, even 
the bravery and fortitude of the Finns could not 
stand. The natural defense of the smaller nations 
and the democratic Powers against the would-be 
Caesars lies in militant unity, but this unity their 
diversity of interests and their blundering diplomacy 
has prevented them from achieving. The price they 
are paying for their mistake shocks the world. 
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ACTION ON THE CASE OF RICHARD MURPHY. 

After dodging the issue for two months, the Board 
of Education at last has begun official action on the 
case of Richard Murphy, its member discredited by 
his securities dealings with former Superintendent 
Gerling. In voting an investigation of Murphy’s con- 
duct, arfd.a study of methods for his removal if 
found justified, the board is moving toward a clean- 
up demanded by the public. 

The facts about Murphy are largely a matter of 
public record. The work of assembling them and de- 
ciding on action need not be a prolonged process. 
The board ought to be glad to rid itself of a trouble- 
some issue, and to meet public expectations that the 
school exposures will result in constructive action. 
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A MATTER OF SELF-INTEREST. 

After informal conferences with James L. Ford 
Jr., chairman of Mayor Dickmann’s Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee, Raymond A. Hamilton, head of the 
committee that is investigating the advisability of 
a smokeless-fuel plant in St. Clair County, said that 
he felt sure St. Louis would provide a market justi- 
fying the Illinois project. 

If St. Clair County eventually builds such a plant, 
St. Louis certainly will -be pleased, for the simple 
reason that we on this side of the river would like 
to continue to do business with those in Southern 
Illinois who bring so much trade to us. 

However, St. Louis is determined to make an end 
to the darkness and grime that it has endured all 
these years. In a few weeks, the recommendations 
of the Ford committee will be municipal law. St. 
Louis will no longer be the market it has been for un- 
treated Illinois soft coal. 

Naturally, the Illinois producers do not want to 
lose this outlet. So it behooves them to meet the 
new fuel demands of St. Louis. If possible, they 
have even more at stake than we. Therefore; the 
construction of the St. Clair County plant and all 
similar projects in the Illinois mining region are 
essentially matters of enlightened self-interest.

Yet Dr. Jenkins 
has a ready explanation. Far from acting as a 
“front” for old-line organization politicians, he be- 
lieves the machine is undergoing a sincere refprma- 
tion and that it promises to be the instrumerit for 
bringing good government to Kansas City. 

That is not a new theme in the history of Ameri- 
can city politics.

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CLUTCHING AT A STRAW. 

By midnight Friday, approximately 65,100,000 
American citizens will have filed with the various 
state Collectors of Internal Revenue reports showing 
in great detail what their income was in the past 
year and where it came from. So far as «anyone 
knows, there is not one Senator or Representative 
who considers that these citizens have been insulted 
or have suffered any impairment of their rights. 

Yet, with Olympian inconsistency, a number of 
Congressmen have objected to far more genera! ques- 
tions about income which have been included in the 
1940 census. The fact that this information is to 
be treated with strict secrecy and that the totals 
are necessary to formulating social and economic 
policy makes no difference to those who are opposed 
to letting the Census Bureau ask the questiois. 

Yesterday, the Senate Commerce Committee, by a 
vote of 9 to 7, approved a resolution asking the Cen- 
sus Bureau to delete the questions regarding per- 
sonal income, The six Republicans on the committee 
voted solidly for the resolution and were joined by 
three Democrats, including Clark of Missouri. 

Why can’t we be consistent about this thing? If 
such questions are an infringement of a citizen's 
privacy and his rights, they should not be asked. 
But if they are unfair to citizens making little 
enough not to require them to file an income-tax re- 
port, they are unfair also to the 5,500,000 who are 
requ to fill out income-tax forms. Why worry 
about the right. of the majority, if the rights of so 
large a minority are systematically trampled upon? 

The answer is that the information, treated confi- 
dentially in all cases, is not an imposition on any 
citizen. he prominence which is being given the 
matter in Congress can be explained only as the des- 
perate groping of the minority party for an issue on 
which it can rally popular support without coming 
to grips with real problems of the times,

aristocracy-democracy kind of government 
they brought with them from England. 

Our first Federal Government was defi- 
nitely undemocratic—in fact» the whole sys- 
tem of checks and balances was designed to 
check the will of the little people as well as 
autocracy. The men in our early Government 
distrusted the little people—Washington 
was substantially an aristocrat, and John 
Adams, our second President, admitted his 
affection for the “natural aristocracy” of 
wealth, birth and education, and expressed 
his fear of unlimited democracy. 

Acutely wise and perceptive, Thomas Jef- 
ferson—our third President, the chief author 
of the Declaration, of Independence—must 
have reckoned the weakening effects of 
tradition, for he believed that the Consti- 
tution should be revised every 19 years, be- 
cause each new generation had a right to 
choose its own form of government. 

He even went so far as to argue that fre- 
quent revolutions were a good “medicine” 
for democracy. He said, “The tree of lib- 
erty must be refreshed from time to time 
with the blood of patriots and tyrants.” 

It is true that the present is the product 
of the past, but frequent departures, altera- 
tions and mendings are usually necessary 
to insure the eventual perfection of a prod- 
uct. Surely democracy needs these changes 
as it travels through the great workshops 
of time, 


Too, there has been a virtual breakdown 
of one of democracy’s. most vital defenses— 
its leadership. This leaves the way un- 
guarded, makes possible the rise of another 
Stalin or Hitler or Mussolini. 

Because he is one of them—one of the 
little people—such a dictator knows what 
| they want, what they think, what they feel, 
and he will promise them the fulfillment of 


eyes and follow him with unswerving obedi- 
ence. And because he is one of them, they 
will trust him. They will close their eyes, 
open their ears to his impossible promises 
and follow. And another arrogant, lustful, 
stupid little man will write his name on a 
page of history. 

It is possible for this to happen, but not 
if enough real leaders come to the front to 
show the little people the way. Intelligent, 
competent, untiring leaders can inspire the 
little people to their best efforts, can give 
them faith and hope that there is some- 
thing better ahead and the courage to go

How Italy can afford .o abandon 
profitable trade with Britain and 
turn to Germany instead, no one in 
Italy seems to know., Italy must 
ship goods to Germany if she-is to 
wipe out the Tyrolean debt. But 
how is she to get raw materials 
which Germany, too, sorely lacks. 


Can Get Two Things. 


Two things Italy can get: coal 
which Germany produces ‘n abun- 
dance and manufactured and semi- 
finished products which the Ital- 
ians will mark, “Made in Italy,” 


‘and try to ship abroad for gold 
‘and foreign exchange. 

The Germans, incidentally, are 
said to have given an arbitrary 
value to the mark in exchange for 
lires, which is greatly to the bene- 
fit of Italy both in trade and in 
payment of the Tyrolean indemni- 
ties. 

But despite the abundance of coal 
‘in Germany and the adjustment 
lof the mark, it seems unlikely that 
'Germany can supply Italy’s coal 
needs. Italy is able to defy Brit- 
\ain today because there is a re- 
serve of some two to three months 
coal needs, but afterward Italian 
industry, already curtailed, might 
be brought to a standstill. 

High Italian quarters argue that 
Germany can send by rail the 3,- 
900,000 tons sent*now by sea. But 
this would mean handling 6,000,000 
tons a year of coal over the Ger- 
man and Italian railways. That 
means doubling present traffic to 
1750 carloads of coal a day, or a 
train of 36 cars every half hour, 
night and day. 

Germany is already using be- 
tween 12,000 and 17,000 Italian 
freight cars because of her own 
thortage of rolling stock. That is 
10 per cent of all of Italy’s freight 
ears and the country’s industry 
eannot afford to see another 10 
per cent so diverted. 

The transfer of the Tyrolean 
Germans spells hardship and suf- 
fering for a great many more souls 
than those shuttled out of that re- 
gion alone.

Neither the 
British nor the French Prime Min- 
ister usés words lightly. There was 
no ambiguity about Chamberlain’s 
meaning. He said that the French 
and British Governments had al- 
ready informed the Finnish Govern- 
ment that they were prepared, in 
response to an appeal from Fin- 
land, for further aid to proceed 
immediately and jointly to her help 
‘using all available resources at 
their disposal.’ Daladier’s speech 
amplified and clarified his British 
colleague’s statement. 

“From the first the Finns had 
magnificently satisfied oné condi- 
tion of help—the will and power 
to help themselves. The other con- 
dition was the co-operation of the 
Scandinavian countries who had to 
balance the risk of full intervention 
with the extent of resources on 
which they could rely. This co-oper- 
ation, as is abundantly clear from 
events of the last few days, has not 
been forthcoming.” 

The Times’ military correspon- 
dent expresses the feeling of many 
clear-thinking Britons on the whole 
subject, 

“After a display of military skill 
and courage combined which is not 
easily to be matched in the annals 
of war, Finland has every right to 
make her own decision, and no one 
is in a position to criticise,” he says. 
A good many people would prefer 
to let the matter rest there.

Would Have Justice Department 
Investigate and Prosecute 
Complaints. 

CLEVELAND, March 13 (AP),— 
Elliott Roosevelt criticised the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act yester- 
day, calling for amendment of its 
administrative features “to give 
equal representation to capital and 
labor.” 

“A distinguished jurist agreeable 
to both sides should hold the bal- 
ance of power,” the President's son 
said in a speech here before the 
Cleveland Automotive Trade Assv- 
ciation. . “Both capital and labor 
should be represented equally on 
the board. 

“The act should be amended to 
have the Department of Justice 
‘carry on the investigation work and 
the prosecution of complaints and 
the board should merely pass judg- 
ment on the facts presented to it. 

“I think there is a good chance 
that it can be amended—especially 
if the people will vociferously make 
known their interest to their Con- 
gressmen who are candidates for 
re-election. [I think it should be P 
amended to give the employers a4 | 
right to complain, too, when labor 
overruns itself.

MONEY BAG LOCK INEFFECTIVE, 
INQUIRY INTO LOSS DISCLOSES 


Key Not Needed to Open Container 
From Which $1800 Disappeared, 
Detective Shows. 

Police continued today an inves- 
tigation of the report of Fred P. 
Rapp, operator of a grocery and 
meat market at 3111 Watson road, 
that $1880 disappeared from a 
locked money bag which was taken 
from his store March 2 by employes 
of the Guarantee Service Co., for 
delivery to Southwest Bank,

DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION BOOK 
NETTED $1,246,000—6, 0, P. 


Chairman Hamilton Accuses Far- 
ley of Drawing Red Herring 
Across Fund Operations. 


WASHINGTON, March 13 (AP). 
—Republican Chairman John Ham- 
ilton accused Democratic Chairman 
James A. Farley last night 


“drawing a red herring across his 
smelly convention book operations 
when he cites several large con- 
tributors to the 1936 Republican 
campaign.” 

“At least,” Hamilton said in a 
statement, -“the money they gave 
was their own. It was not money 
of their stockholders spent in al- 
leged payments for convention 
books. 

“When the Republican party ac- 
cepted money from contributors 
named by Mr. Farley it did not 
take funds sorely needed for daily 
necessities by families of these 
men, as did the Denfocrats when 
in 1936 they obtained $470,000 
from the United Mine Workers.” 

Hamilton previously had called 
on the Democrats to abandon the 
issuance of a convention souvenir 
book which he said circumvented 
the Corrupt Practices Act barring 
political contributions by corpora- 
tions. Farley replied that the Dem- 
ocrats did not have the Republi- 
cans’ access to “a selected list of 
very rich men for whatever they 
require” and had “no favors to 
sell.” 

Hamilton said the Democrats net- 
ted $940,145 from the books, Far- 
ley put the figure at $175,000.

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Transplanting 
Healthy Tissue 
Into Blind Eye

Where does the eye surgeon find 
such tissue? We have sentimental 
newspaper stories of a mother who 
is willing to give her eye for her 
blinded baby, but such sacrifices 
are not necessary. There are many 
blind people whose blindness is due 
to disease at the back of the eye. 
These eyes must come out, but the 
front, the cornea, is perfectly 
healthy. Such are the donors the 
eye surgeons use.

A CASE WHICH I find reported 
as completely successful was done 
under the following circumstances. 
In India a woman had lost vision 
due to an opacity of the cornea. An- 
other Hindu woman was blind in 
one eye as the result of an opera- 
tion for cataract done by a native 
doctor. Cataract is so common in 
India and eyes are destroyed by 
quacks in this way so often that 
it is a fine field for donors. The 
situation was, in effect, that the 
back of the eye was diseased while 
the front part, which the blind 
situation was in effect, that the 
patient in this case wanted, was 
perfectly clear. The transplant was 
done with complete success. 

Castroviejo, of New York, who 
has had a large experience in this 
field of work, says that corneal 
transplantation is becoming in- 
creasingly popular, and that the 
results already obtained are suffi- 
ciently encouraging to justify its 
inclusion among the routine surgi- 
cal procedures of the oculist. One 
of the main drawbacks, he says, is 
the scarcity of donor material, 
which is easy to understand. He 
points out, however, that a good 
many eyes, the corneas of which 
could be used for transplantation, 
are wasted because of lack of co- 
operation between oculists in a 
community.
